Brown Laughs His Way To 


Easy Title Win Over Cisco 


LOS ANGELES UH — Joe 
Brown today- holds the record 
for successful lightweight title 
defenses— his 
ninth— after 
a 
fuo-filled unanimous win over 
Cisco Andrade. 
Brown, who spent almost as 
much time laughing as punch­ 
ing last night, toyed with An­ 
drade to score a lopsided de­ 
cision. 
Referee Lee Grossman scor­ 
ed the fight 12-3, judge Tommy 
H art 14-1 and judge George 
Latka 13-3. The champ from 
Houston weighed 
134J2 
and 
A ndrade of suburban Compton 
1 3 3 ^ . 
Andrade, 30, accused Brown 
of loafing and running back­ 
wards. The 34-year-old champ 
commented: ‘ I'm an old man. 
T hat’s why I was trying to rest 
in the middle rounds. I wasn't 
playing around. But he didn’t 
open up the way I expected 
him to.” 
Most of the crowd of 8,500 
was for Andrade. Los Angeles 
is second only to Mexico City 
in Mexican population. But the 
boos didn’t bother Brown. 
“When they got boos out 
there, it means there's dough 
out there,” he said. 
Brown, sidestepping and con­ 


necting with good lefts w hen­ 
ever he felt like it, made the 
15-round title go more like a 
training camp sparring session. 
“1 beat him with the left 
hand. I tried for a knockout, 
but 1 couldn’t get just th e right 
shot at him,” smiled Brown. 
Andrade said the left jabs 
w*ere flicks, not punches. 
“How in the hell are you go­ 
ing to hit someone who’s ru n ­ 
ning from you?” he asked. 
Cisco 
got 
under 
Brown’s 
lengthier reach in the eighth 
and landed what looked like 
the hardest punch of the fight 
— a corking right to the cham ­ 
pion’s jaw*. It hurt Brown. 
The champion said he wants 
to go after title defense No. 10 
before the end of the year— 
against either Eddie Perkins 
or Lcn Matthews. A telegram 
from Perkins, challenging the 
winner, was read from ring­ 
side. 
The win broke a record of 
successful title defenses in the 
lightweight 
division 
w* h i c h 
Brow n had shared with the old- 
time great, Benny Leonard. 
Brown was in for a $40.000 
guarantee, Andrade for a 20 
per cent cut. The Olympic pro­ 
moters estimated the gross at 
$55,000.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Vicious Proposition 15 
Deserves Resounding NO 


It will come as no surprise to regular 
readers of the Independent-Journal that 
we oppose Proposition 15 on the Nov. 8 
ballot. Since this vicious measure was 
conceived in Southern California a year 
or so ago and qualified Tor the ballot by 
the initiative process, we have warned 
on several occasions of the danger not 
only to Northern California but to the 
state as a whole. 
Briefly, the proposition would redis- 
trict the State Senate to p r o v i d e 20 
states senators for the 13 counties of 
the South and 20 senators to the 45 
counties of the north. 
The arguments in favor of the prop­ 
osition are artfully contrived around the 
population of Southern California as 
compared with the north. They carefully 
ignore the fact that the State Assembly 
is already divided on a population basis.

Marin Can Lay Some Brief Claim 


To One Of Greats O f Literature 


Katharine V. Brush of the 
promotion 
department 
of 
^ ale University Press, pub­ 
lishers 
of “ The 
Selected 
letters of Stephen Vincent 
Benet,” reminds us that at 
one time the late and great 
writer was a Marinite. 
He attended, she says, the 
old Hitchcock Military Acad­ 
emy when that school was lo­ 
cated on what are now the 
Marist 
Fathers’ 
Seminary 
grounds in San Rafael. 
So, while Benet's residence 
in Marin was a brief one, it 
was, nevertheless, a real one. 
And Marin can lay some 
small claim to one of the na­ 
tion’s greatest men of letters. 
The late Charles A. Fenton, 
author of a biography of Benet 
and a member of the English 
department at Yale Univer­ 
sity at the time of his death, 
compiled the volume of let­ 
ters which Miss Brush tells us 
are "sparkling, informal and 
richly varied” and show Be­ 
net’s "warmth, gallantry and 
compassion.” 
Fenton has told us that 
while Benet was "not a pro­ 
fessional patriot, or a noisy 
one,” he, nevertheless, had 
a "personal and profound 
feeling for America.” 
Correspondence included in 
the collection of letters in­ 
cludes some with such literary 
figures as Robert Nathan, Van 
Wyck Brooks and Henry S. 
Canby. 
The letters written by the 
author 
of 
"John 
Brown’s 
Body,” "The Devil and Dan­ 


iel Webster,” et al. sell for $6 
or can be purchased boxed 
with Fenton’s earlier biog­ 
raphy of Benet at a combina­ 
tion price of $10. 
The boyhood period .spent 
in San Rafael isn’t covered by 
the correspondence. Yet it is 
nice to know that Marin can 
rightly lay some claim to 
this great literary figure.

They’re the youngsters who 
watch every Tuesday after­ 
noon at 5 p.m. on KQED-TV * 
his “ It’s Chris” show, a part 
of Channel 9’s new7 Carousel 
entertainment and informa­ 
tional package for children. 
What those children are ac­ 
tually seeing is all the facets 
of Eugene de Christopher. 
Certainly the television per­ 
sonality. Just as certainly the 
teacher as lie demonstrates 
the elements of design in art 
for his young viewers. His 
own talents as a graphic artist 
“ are very much in evidence in 
these demonstrations.

Christopher obviously en­ 
joys all his roles. But he states 


with frankness that teaching 
is his favorite field. A one­ 
time high school instructor, 
he is currently conducting a 
seminar in design at the Cal­ 
ifornia School of Fine Arts. 
His time is freed for his 
teaching, his artistic endea­ 
vors and his television work 
by the assistance of Gil Rudy 
who heads up the Chris Cuts 
business operations including 
the Marinship plant which 
employs a dozen persons. 
I)e Christopher was born 
in Pennsylvania, the son of 
parents who had immigrated 


from Europe. His father was 
an Italian sculptor. 


IN HIS YOUNGER years 
De Christopher admits to fine 
arts aspirations. 
“ Then as I grew up and 
came face to face with the 
necessity for making a living, 
my attention turned more and 
more to what seemed the 
more practical graphic arts,” 
he says. 
His training included the 
LaFrance School of Art in 
Philadelphia and the Pratt 
Institute and Art Students 
League in New York. 
From 1936 to 1939 De Chris­ 
topher was an art instructor 
at Northeast Catholic High 
School in Philadelphia. From 
1939 to 1941 he was a free­ 
lance graphical designer work­ 
ing out of New7 York City. 
The years 1941-1945 saw him 
employed by the Eastern Air­ 
craft Co. at Terrytown, N.Y., 
as supervisor of the graphic 
engineering department and 
in charge of preparation of 
training manuals for the U.S. 
Navy. 
From 1945 to the present he 
has divided his time between 
continuing his career as a 
graphic designer and between 
his work as a producer and 
performer on t e l e v i s i o n 
shows, with “ side jobs” in 
teaching, and illustrating chil­ 
dren’s books.

‘ Due! of Angels.” 
King says this was the 
principal point made by Os­ 
borne on “Look Back in An­ 
ger” during the discussion: 
It is, the playwright said, a 
play of humor, even though 
sometimes bitter, and not a 
study of frustration and anger 
as so often portrayed in Amer­ 
ican productions. 
“In fact,” says King. “I 
found John Osborne to be 
quite 
an 
un-angry 
young 
man.” 
IN DISCUSSING his play, 
the writer stated that he was 
aware of the existence of 
many parallels in British and 
American society, but that the 
Beatnik of the American scene 
is not the angry young man 
he had in mind. 
Osborne, looking back on 
the period that has elapsed 
since he wrote the play five 
years 
ago, 
reflected 
that 
“some .of the problems pre­ 
sented in my first play have 
since been overcome in Eng­ 
land. Others are universal

‘‘There are many fall flow­ 
ers to beautify the garden if 
you plan toward them.” 
Speaking is Katy Steinmetz. 
plant and flower specialist of 
the husband-and-wife team of 
Katy and Paul Steinmetz, Ma­ 
rin County landscape archi­ 
tects. 
“ One of the ultimate goals 
of the gardener, amateur or 
professional.” continues Mrs. 
Steinmetz, “ is to have blooms 
the year around. And your 
garden in the fall can be as 
lovely as it is in the summer.” 
C h r y s a n t he mums? Of 
course, says Mrs. Steinmetz. 
They’re the most brilliant of 
the fall flowers, and very sat­ 
isfactory to grow. 


B IT ACCORDING to this 
specialist, gardeners shouldn't 
let 
their 
enthusiasm 
for 
chrysanthemums make them 
forget that there are other 
flowers to grow in the fall. 
This is reflected, she com­ 
mented, in the policy of the 
Garden 
Society 
of 
Marin, 
which has been emphasizing 
other flow'ers more and more 
in its annual fall shows. The 
present show is an outgrowth 
of the first 
events staged 
mainly to exhibit chrysanthe­ 
mums. 
Therefore, even though the 
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theme of the society’s 14th an­ 
nual Fall Flower Festival next 
weekend at the Marin Art and 
Garden 
Center in 
Ross 
is 
“ Chrysanthemums Continen­ 
tal?’ other fall flowers also 
will be in the spotlight. 
A big reason for this, com­ 
ments Mrs. Steinmetz. is that 
one of the aims of the garden 
society is to help gardeners 
see 
and 
find 
flowers 
and 
plants that they can use to 
advantage in their own gar­ 
dens. 
Mrs. Steinmetz. who with 
her husband designed the set­ 
ting for this year’s festival, 
added that many fall*flowers 
other than chrysanthemums 
will be included in the exhib­ 
its. 
Not only that but in addi­ 
tion to some 500 chrysanthe­ 
mums in bloom, the plant 
sales booth will offer a va­ 
riety of other fall flowers. 


PRO M IN EN T AT the booth 
and offered for the first time 
at the festival will lie Sasan- 
qua camellias, obtained by 
the society’s president. F. Har­ 
old Schutte of Ross, at some 
effort. 
The Sasanquas, which were 
featured on the Marin Maga­ 
zine garden page just last 
week, are among the most 
versatile of the fall flowers, 
according to Mrs. Steinmetz. 
They begin blooming in early 
October and continue through 
December. 
“ These have a great deal 
more charm than many of the 
other camellias.” Mrs. Stein- 
inetz says. “ They aren’t stiff 
and formal and the delicate 
blooms range from single to 
double 
double.’ 
They 
also 
look quite handsome in the 
garden when not in bloom be­ 
cause the evergreen leaves are 
glossy and fresh. And they 
can stand more sun than oth­ 
er camellias.” 
The Sasanquas 
are most 


valuable in home landscaping, 
she says, because they may

For Shrubs Or Trees In Hurry, 
Here Are Some Better Bets 


Drive through any new tract 
and you can spot the family 
with garden know how. 
While houses on either side 
look starkly new. their home 
has trees and shrubs that 
make it look established. 
All of us could take a tip 


from this family, for there are 
countless times that we want 
something from shrubs and 
trees in a hurry. We lose a 
tree and need ne\y shade: or 
we gain a neighbor whose 
backyard is always a clutter. 
Perhaps we want to tear out 


Some Shrubs For Sunny 
Side Of House Planting 


Like 
beauties 
in 
bikinis, 
some shrubs just can't get too 
much sun. 


They soak it up, thriving in 
its hottest blasts, sulking at 
the mere though of shade. 
They are good plants to know, 
ideal for the sunny .side of 
the 
house 
where 
reflected 
heat can wilt all but the tough­ 
est customers. 


We asked the California 
Assn. of Nurserymen to list 
a favorite half-dozen of these 
heat resistant shrubs recently. 
And here they are: 
Oleander is almost a unani­ 
mous first choice with nur­ 
serymen up and down the 
state. It stands any amount of 
sun and seems to flower well 
only when the heat is on. You 
will find a good selection of 
colors, ranging from white 
to red with lovely shades of 
pink and rose along the way. 
The intriguing Red Bottle 
Brush deserves a long look 
from 
gardeners who 
don't 
know it. It is a sun lover from 
way back and draws favor for 
its pattern of growth, which is 
staff and brittle, ideal against 


a wall. You can't miss the 
summer blooms. 
They look 
just like bottle brushes, only 
prettier by far. 


Bush Germander’s silvery 
gray foliage makes a pleasant 
contrast to redwood or other 
dark walls in full sun. It can 
be pruned or sheared to fit 
the foundation next to a drive­ 
way or left to form a well- 
rounded shrub five feet high 
and wide. Small blue flowers 
will reward you through much 
of the year with Bush Ger­ 
mander. 


Rock Roses cannot be de­ 
nied a place on our list of 
sun-tolerant 
shrubs. 
T h e y 
thrive in heat and are native­ 
like in their ability to stand 
drought. These are common 
shrubs with an uncommon tal­ 
ent for looking bright under 
the toughest conditions. 
The list closes with a pair of 
old-fashioned favorites— Eng­ 
lish Lavender and Common 
Rosemary. Sun brings out the 
best of these, accenting the 
gragrant charm which ever 
greets the gardener. To grow 
them is to cherish them. 


a vine, but shy from the re- 
.''ültant bareness if we do. 
If any of these possibilities 
applies to you. or if you are 
starting from scratch, lei's 
look at some of the fast grow­ 
ing shrubs which nurserymen 
recommend for a quick fill. 
First, if you’re in need of 
shade, try the Fruitless Mul­ 
berry. It is deciduous, but who 
wants shade in winter? Fast 
growing even in unfriendly 
conditions, it will grow by 
leaps and bounds with fre­ 
quent water at the start. 
Poplars are very fast to put 
on height. A row of them has 
always been easy to look at 
when in leaf. And in winter, 
the structure, of their bare 
branches deserves a place in 
the history7 of scenic calendar 
art. 
A tall shrub or a small tree 
—depending on how you view 
it— is the Victorian Box. It 
grows four to six feet a year 
with watering at the start and 
will bush out or branch out 
overhead depending on how 
you handle the shears. 
The familiar Brush Cherry 
forms a dense screen or hedge 
in a hurry, as does Privet 
when well watered. Nearer 
the ground, Rock Roses and 
Lantanas are only two of the 
many that any nurseryman 
can show7 you. 
There are many fast-grow­ 
ing vines, but the Giant Bur­ 
mese Honeysuckle will out­ 
strip most of them once it 
gets started. And when you’ve 
seen its large glossy leaves 
and long tubes of bloom, you 
will agree it’s a bargain at 
any speed. 
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Shabby Parking Strip 
Can Be Avoided With 
Good Ground Cover 


No garden—however beau­ 
tifully groomed — can over­ 
come the detraction of a shab­ 
by parking strip. Yet garden­ 
ers in 
every 
neighborhood 
seem to think their gardens 
end at the sidewalk and not 
the street. 
It is not enough merely to 
go along with your neighbors 
and plant a flowering tree or 
two. If you let weeds grow at 
the base of such trees, you 
have an eyesore any way you 
look at it.

In Popularity 
For Gardens 


The low. spreading shrub 
has always had its place in the 
garden, but never more prom­ 
inently than in this day of 
low, 
spreading 
houses. 
It 
dominates the modern foun­ 
dation planting, often sup­ 
plants the perennial in a per­ 
ennial border and knows ever- 
increasing use as a ground 
cover for large areas or waste 
space. 


If a spreading-shrub popu­ 
larity poll were taken in this 
area today, we d wager a pen­ 
ny or two that members of 
the Juniper family would win . 


Nursery men says that Tam- j 
arix Juniper in particular is 
a favorite where a prostrate I 
evergreen is needed. Use it 
in 
a 
parkway, 
foundation j 
planting or rockery. You can t 
go wrong. The larger and wid- j 
er Pfitzer Juniper covers more 1 
ground, spreading six or seven 
feet. It is easily confined to 
foundations and borders, how­ 
ever, by occasional light prun­ 
ing. 


To many a gardener, Star 
Jasmine is a vine that grows 
up only. Those in the know 
use it as an attractive spread­ 
er to mass in beds and bor­ 
ders. 
Unsupported, 
it 
will 
keep below two feet high, 
grow some five feet across. 
The fragrance of the delicate 
pinwheels of bloom is legen­ 
dary and needs no further 
comment. 


A relative newcomer to the 
market is Spreading Abelia 
Picture the glossy leaves and 
white trumpets of bloom that 
the familiar Glossy 
Abelia 
puts forth, then imagine it as 
a ground cover for parkways 
and you have a picture of this 
new spreader. Low7, wide and 
handsome. 


strip covers that will inhibit 
weed growth or stop it dead. 
You give them a good start 
the first year and they'll give 
you a dense cover that weeds 
will seldom penetrate. 


One of the newest and most 
promising of 
these 
is 
the 
prostrate form of the old fa­ 
miliar Glossy Abelia. This pro­ 
vides a dense mounding cover 
and a summer-long show of 
tubular white flowers. 


The spreading Junipers — 
especially Tamarix Juniper— 
are ideal for perking up park­ 
ways. I^andscapers use them 
effectively with slabs of con­ 
crete. and if your city street 
department will let you, try 
combining the two. Lay out a 
framework of redwood head­ 
ers. pour concrete in every 
other one and plant the rest 
to Juniper. 


English Ivy is one of the 
oldest, easiest and still tiest 
methods 
of 
chasing 
weeds 
from parking strips or any 
area in the garden. It is also 
probably one of the fastest to 
iill out. 


Our ow n choice was Aaron's 
Beard, the little member of 
the Hypericum family which 
s p r e a d s underground and 
pushes up countless stems, 
each of which bears a big yel­ 
low cup of color at its tip. This 
*me is slow to start, but if you 
can bear another season of 
weeding, the end result is 
well worth waiting for.

For Shrubs Or Trees In Hurry, 
Here Are Some Betfer Bets 


Drive through any new tract 
and you can spot the family 
with garden know-how. 
While houses on either side 
look starkly new, their home 
has trees and shrubs that 
make it look established. 
All of us could take a 'tip 


from this family, for there are 
countless times that we want 
something from shrubs and 
trees in a hurry. We lose a 
tree .and need' new shade: or 
we gain a neighbor whose 
backyard is always a clutter. 
Perhaps we want to tear out 


Some Shrubs For Sunny 
Side Of House Planting 


'Like beauties in bikinis, 
some shrubs just can't get too 
much sun. 
'They soak it up, thriving in 
its hottest Masts, sulking at 
the mere though, of .shade. 
They are good plants to know, 
ideal for the sunny side of 
the house where reflected 
heat can wilt all but the tough­ 
est customers. 
We asked the California 
Assn. of Nurserymen to list 
a favorite half-doren of these' 
heat resistant shrubs recently. 
And here they are: 
Oleander Is almost a unani­ 
mous first choice with nur­ 
serymen up and down the 
state. It stands any amount of 
sun and seems to flower well 
only when the heat is on. You 
will find a good, .selection of 
colors, ranging from, white 
to red with lovely shades of 
pink and rose along the way. 
'The intriguing Red Bottle 
Brush deserves a long look 
from, gardeners who don’t 
know it... It is a. sun. lover from 
way back and draws favor for 
its pattern of growth, which is 
stiff and. brittle, ideal against 


a wall. You can’t miss the 
summer blooms,. 
They look, 
just, like bottle brushes, only 
prettier by far. 
Bush. Germander’s .silvery 
gray foliage makes a pleasa.nl. 
contrast to redwood or other 
dark walls in full sun. It can 
be pruned, or sheared to fit 
the foundation next to a drive­ 
way or left to form a well- 
rounded shrub five feet high 
and wide. Small blue flowers 
will reward you through much, 
of the year with Bush. Ger­ 
mander... 
Rock Reres cannot 'be de­ 
nied a place on our list, of1' 
sun-tolerant .shrubs. T h e y 
thrive in. heat and are native- 
like in. their ability to stand 
drought. These' are common 
shrubs with an uncommon tal­ 
ent for looking bright under 
the toughest, conditions. 
The list closes with a. pair of 
old-fashioned favorites— Eng­ 
lish .Lavender and Common 
Rosemary. Sun brings out the 
best of these, accenting the 
gragrant charm which ever 
greets the' .gardener. To grow 
them is to cherish them. 


a vine, but shy from the re­ 
sultant bareness if we do. 
If any 
these possibilities 
applies to you, or if you are 
starting from scratch, let’s 
look at some of the fast grow­ 
ing shrubs, which nurserymen 
recommend for a quick fill. 
first, if you’re in need of 
shade, try the Fruitless Mul­ 
berry. It is, deciduous, but who 
wants shade in. winter? Fast 
growing even in unfriendly 
conditions, it will grow by 
leaps and 'bounds with fre­ 
quent water at the start. 
Poplars are very fast to put, 
on height. A row of them has 
always been easy to look at 
when, in leaf. And in winter, 
the structure, of their bare 
branches deserves a, place in 
the history of scenic calendar 
art. 
A tall shrub or a small tree 
—depending on. how you view 
it— is the Victorian 'Box, It. 
grows four to six feet a year 
with watering at the start and, 
will bush out or branch out 
overhead depending on how 
you handle the shears. 
'The familiar Brush Cherry 
forms a dense screen or hedge 
in a hurry, as does Privet 
when well watered. Nearer 
the ground, Rock Roses and 
Lantanas are only two of the 
many that any nurseryman 
can.show you. 
There are many fast-grow­ 
ing vines, but the Giant Bur­ 
mese Honeysuckle will out­ 
strip most of them once it 
gets started. And when you’ve 
seen its large glossy leaves 
and long tubes of bloom, you 
will, agree it’s a bargain at 
any speed., 


No garden—however beau­ 
tifully groomed — can over­ 
come the detraction, of a. shab­ 
by parking strip. Yet garden­ 
ers: in every neighborhood 
seem to think, their gardens 
end at the sidewalk and not 
the street. 
It is. not enough merely to 
go along with your neighbors 
and plant a flowering tree or 
two. If you let weeds grow at 
the base of such, trees, you 
have an eyesore any way you 
look at it. 
Your local nurseryman has 
a. big inventory of parking 


Juniper Tops 
In Popularity 
For Gardens 


The low; spreading shrub 
has always had its. place in the 
.garden, but never more prom­ 
inently than in this day of 
low, 
spreading houses. 
It 
dominates the modern foun­ 
dation pl.ant.ing, often sup­ 
plants the perennial in a per­ 
ennial border and knows ever- 
increasing use as a ground 
cover for large arpas or waste 
space. 
If a spreading-shrub popu­ 
larity 'poll were taken in, this 
area, today, we'd wager a pen­ 
ny or two that members off 
the Juniper family would w in.. 
Nursery'men. says that 'Tam­ 
arix. Juniper in particular is 
a favorite where a prostrate 
evergreen, is needed. Use' it 
in 
a. 
parkway, foundation ¡ 
planting or rockery. You can’t 
go wrong. The larger and wid-1 
er Pfitzer Juniper covers, more 
ground, spreading six. or seven 
feet. It is easily confined to 
foundations and borders, how­ 
ever, by 'occasional light, prun­ 
ing. 
To many a. gardener, Star 
Jasmine .is a. vine that grows 
up only. Those in the know- 
use it as an attractive spread­ 
er te mass in beds and bor­ 
ders. 
Unsupported., 
it will 
keep below two feet high, 
grow some' five feet across. 
The fragrance of 'the delicate 
pinwheels of Woom is legen­ 
dary and needs no further 
comment. 
A relative newcomer to the 
market is Spreading Abelia. 
Picture the .glossy leaves, and 
white trumpets of bloom, that 
the familiar Glossy Abelia 
puts forth, then, imagine it as 
a ground cover for 'parkways 
and you have a. picture of this 
new .spreader: Low, wide and 
handsome. 


strip covers, that will inhibit 
weed growth or stop it dead. 
You give them, a good start, 
the first year and they'll give 
you a dense cover that weeds 
will seldom penetrate. 
One of the newest and most, 
promising of these is. the 
prostrate form, of the old fa­ 
miliar Glossy Abelia. This pro­ 
vides a dense mounding cover 
and a summer-long show of 
tubular white flowers. 
The spreading' Junipers — 
especially Tamarix Juniper— 
are ideal for perking up park­ 
ways. Landscapers use them, 
effectively with slabs of con­ 
crete, and if your city street 
department will let you, try 
combining the two. Lay out a 
framework of redwood head­ 
ers, pour concrete in every 
other one and plant the rest, 
to Juniper. 
English Ivy is one of the 
oldest, easiest and, still best 
methods of chasing weeds 
from parking strips or any 
area in the .garden. It is also 
probably one of the fastest to 
fill out. 
Our own choice was Aaron’s 
Beard, the little member of 
the Hypericum, family which 
s p r e a d s underground and 
pushes up countless stems, 
each of which bears a big yel­ 
low: cup of color at. its tip. This 
*>ne is slow’ to start, but if you 
can bear another season of 
weeding, the end result is. 
well worth waiting for.

Tune in. then, this coming 
Friday night at 7:30 p.m. to 
KQED-TV (Channel 9) and 
learn all about semiconduc­ 
tors. The weekly ‘‘Lab 30’’ 
show for that evening is en­ 
titled ‘ The Story of Semi­ 
conductors.” 


Hugh Downs, better known 
for his association with Jack 
Paar. will interview Dr. Allan 
L. Bennett, a specialist in re­ 
searching high voltage, elec­ 
trical discharge in vacuum 
and in the preparation of 
semiconductor crystals.

Morath. who has been labeled 
by the Denver Post as “a rag­ 
time Leonard Bernstein.” w ill 
be featured in the opening 
show' of the 12-program series 
and will set the stage with 
some of those delightful and 
sentimental songs— and their 
parodies—that were so typi­ 
cal of the 1890s. And. for a 
change of pace, there will also 
be some of those snappy tunes 
from the honky tonk houses 
that were just as representa­ 
tive of the music of the clos­ 
ing decade of the 19th cen­ 
tury. 
Sounds like it should be 
great fun as well as informa­ 
tive about a period which has 
not always been granted suf­ 
ficient space In our history 
books.
